"This is fire crowning act in the 
life of Kit Carson!” reports said in 
Washington. 
Kit had rounded up the entire 
Navajo nation!

In the Fast civil war was raging, 
but Kit knew little of that, nor of the 
wartime sucre- , x of his old friends 
1-remont urn] Sherman, both Gen­ 
erals now

meet deathless tame on his march 
through Georgia. 


And Kit, mod* st and unassuming 
Kit, wus to hi- own astonishment 
also to become a General! 
He had conquered the Apache and 
the Navajo. 
Other Indian nations, desperate 
before the d m rn Hood of whites, 
buried ancient enmity, smoked the 
peace pipe togo tin r, and danced in 
ritual war dances dedicated against 
th® white ruce. 
In the valley of the Canadian 
River, near Bent’s old trading post 
where Kit hail served as hunter, un­ 
der whose adobe walls Alice, his first 
wife, lay buried, thousand of allied 
warriors, Comanche, Kiowa, Kiowa- 
Apacha and Arapaho, shuffled and 
stamped in the eve rewidening circle 
of the war-dance. 
Dancing, they chanted in unison: 
Death 
to all white m en!” 
Not a Hint must be struck,” Kit 
whispered an orth r to his second-in- 
comm&nd. “No smoking of pipes to­ 
night. 
All orders were given in 
whispers, this night of November 
twenty-four, 1864, as Colonel Kit 
Carson with four hundred men, one 
hundred of them Ut© and Apache 
scouts, struggled through a tvx» B e ­ 
day march in snow into the valley 
of the Canadian. 
Even Kit led his horse over the 
snowdrifts and frozen earth, as did 
all the others, all night until dawn 
“B ene-acaI” rang a shrill cry 
from a thicket “ Enemy come!” 
Ahead lay one hundred and sev­ 
enty tepees of whitened buffalo hide, 
like army tents, an encampment of 
the allied army of Comanche and 
Kiowa.

Kit, 
shouting 
orders, 
led 
the 


charge through the village. It would 
not do to remain on Ale open plain to 
fight many thousands. On the river 
bank, ho remembered, four miles 
away, xvus a broken-walled desert* *1 
building known to all frontiersmen 
as “Adobe Walls.” Kit led his rac­ 
ing regiment, pursued by hundreds 
of mounted Kiowa*, through tall 
winter grass and dry brush and 
snow drifts, into Adobe Walls. 
“They have cut off our wagon 
train,” Pheiffer reported in vexa­ 
tion. 
Kit ordered the men and horses 
into the broken walls, and looked 
back, 
On tho other side of the 
alarmed village the wagon train, 
carrying 
provisions 
and 
accom­ 
panied by seventy-five men, was 
helplessly cut away. 
if they capture our w a g o n s.. . 
began Kit, frowning. 
No time to worry about that. The 
inner court of Adobe Walls wa? 
crowded with horses and soldiers, 
with little food and no water, and 
outside tho walls, whooping, yelling 
and grimacing, rode hundreds of 
naked, befeathered, painted Com­ 
anches, the “Arabs of the P lains” 
and their allies, tho once-peaceful 
K lo was. 
Racing at full speed, Comanches 
flung their shining bodies over the 
sides of their horses and fired from 
under the horses’ necks. The Com­ 
anches were acrobats. 
It was said 
they were born and lived on horse­ 
back. 
And beyond these racing line? 
wi re massed nearly two thousand 
other savage warriors in full re­ 
galia, 
motionless, 
sitting 
their 
horses, 
while 
twelve 
magnificent 
chiefs rode up and down, harangu­ 
ing loudly. 
There is Little Mountain, head 
chief of all the Kioxvasl” said Kit, 
with reluctant admiration, for tho 
old chief’s struggle to maintain tho 
traditional hunting lands of the 
Kiowa nation could not but receive 
his respect. 
“ And One-Eyed Bear 
of tin- Comanches 
and White Bear 
and Stumbling Bear, and Iron Shirt 
of the Kiowa Apaches— ” 
And Kit knew, as he spoke, that 
this colorful dramatic spectacle he 
was watching now could never again 
be seen in the shifting pageant of 
America.

by some sense of uneasiness that 
was almost psychic, carried his spy­ 
glass to the broken crest of the wide 
dirt wall that was set with sent intis. 
He was right! To the east, about 
throe railes away, Kit saw through 
the glass another village of at least 
three 
hundred 
and 
fifty 
tepees. 
From it, racing over the valley land, 
came a thousand mounted warriors 
on splendid horses. 
And all around them, for twelve 
miles around the valley, Kit could 
see other villages— all sending their 
juntas of mounted warriors to Ado­ 
be Walls!
